The Rejections 

A. Claims 21-24, 32-40, 43, 47, 48, 52, 53, 56, 62, 64-66, 69-72, 75, 77-79, 82-84 
and 89 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being obvious over U.S. Patent Publication No. 
2001/0052126 to Nanki et al. in view of U.S. Patent Publication No. 2003/0007780 to Senoh. 
Nanki et al. is cited for a method of receiving recording and reproducing a program by receiving 
a request signal and displaying a program list. Senoh is cited for allegedly disclosing a video 
and/or audio program having an image corresponding to the program.
